It—Barker vs. McLeod Case 


Garker vs. McLeod, a case arising 
out of the last municipal elections, has 
occupied the atention of the Supreme 
Court for the: past two sittings. ‘The 
circumstances giving rise to the ac- 
tion was the publication o. a pamphlet 
reflecting on Mr. Mcleod’s character 
issued. during the very heated discus- 
sion among the ratepayers as to ‘the 
nse to be put to last spring which doe- 
ment was distributed at a meeting 
of ratepayers in the Separate School 
Hall on the evening of April 6, 1910. 
‘The dodger contained a signed state- 
ment by A. Stimmel contradicting 


statements to the effeet that J. Travis} 


Barker had offered him a free site for 
his use. The language, according to 
one witness called is clearly directed 
ngainst Mr. McLeod and it is claimed 
by the defence, emanated from the de- 
fence. Mr, Barker, however, in yes- 
terday afternoon’s session disclaimed 
any connection with its issue, and 
made the so-called “Committee of De- 
fence” responsible for it. He had 
promised, he said, to see what could 
be done to prevent the publication of 
the pamphlet after Mr. McLeod's ap- 


ology. 


Before Supreme Court.

As far as 
the other unquestionably defamatory 
language contained in) the circular 
there was no means of proving that 
the defendant was at all responsible.

On resuming the case this morning, | for lunch. 


Mr. Stimmel, auctioneer, was examin- 
d with regard to the statement signed 
by him and published in the — ob- 
noxious circular. He related the cir- 
cumstances under which it was got 
from him and though he confessed it 
was in the main correct, had tried to 
have it withdrawn. Mr Barker told 
him he would. see about or see the 
committee about—he was not quite 
sure—but the matter was out of his 
hands. 

Mr. Scott, manager of the eystone 
Press, was called, and gave evidence 
as to the’ printing of the dodger. 

Mr. McLeod’s evidence was most 
lucid in. giving the full particulars of 
his break, with Mr. Barker. He had 
been present-at a meeting in the coun- 
cilichamber.on April 5.

He approached Barker after the} 
close of the first meeting in the city 
hall, when he was in the midst of a 
very heated argument with some op- 
ponents and gave him his frank opin- 
ion ‘of him, ‘

Jn the sittings of the Supreme 
Court yesterday afternoon the case of 
Meleod vs. Barker was begun. The 
case is one of libel brought by K. A, 
McLeod against J. Travis Barker for 
statements published in an election 
sheet during the last municipal cam- 
paign. The sheet complained: of con- 
tained certain reflections on Mr. Me- 
Leod’s character and was distributed 
at a meeting in the Separate school 
ball on April zth last. The purpose 
of the plaintiff is to prove Mr. Barker 
was the author of the statements in 
question and responsible for their pub- 
lication. ° Mr,. McLeod was cross-ex- 
amined by. Mr. McCaul with this in 
view. A letter of Mr. Barker tto Mr. 
McLeod was produced ‘and: read: to 
prove if-passible that the two authors 
were identical. Mr. Barkers however; 
refused to see ‘any similarity: in’ the 
two documents and*-apart from a 
sworn statement contained in the dud- 
ger, weterly disowned it. 

The ‘question then ‘naturally arose 
as to. who responsible. ‘he personel 
of the committee. under whose direc- 
tion it had been issued were — not 
known and it was impossible to hold 
the meeting as a whole responsible 
for the issuing of the libellous sheet. 
Mr. Barker admitted that he had: been 
associated with the committee of de- 
fence in municipal, election work, but 
apart: from a friendly interest had 
never contributed toward their cam- 
paign,

ing Game he Held Baserunner 
Like a Brother 


“It's a long time since Charley 
‘Reilly played in the fast company,” 
isaid Billy Hallman, in a reminiscent 
mood, “but those wio worked along- 
side him have not forgotten him. 
Charley may not have been a Nash or 
a Collins on third base, mor was he 
a Lajoie or an Anson at the bat, but 
he was a good ballplayer, and a quick 
thinker. [ never saw a Reilly yet 
who wasn’t a rapid reasoner, and 
Charley was owe of the original Reilly 
family. 

“In addition to his quick-thinking— 
which the expressed in rapid action— 
Charley was one of the real rough- 
stuff players, one of the boys who 
practiced the old American associa- 
tion tactics ina period when the press, 
the public and the umpires had begun 
to insist on parlor ball and the man- 
ner of a dress reception.

“Carroll flew from = second, eager 
to bring in the winning run. As he 
turned third, Charley. Reilly delib- 
erately grabbed him by the slack of 
the pants, and hung on like a bullpup 
to a root. Carroll struggled, yanked 
and yelled. The umpire wasn’t look- 
ing that way, but the yells would soon 
attract him. Reilly’s head worked as 
quickly as his hands—he threw ‘him- 
self backward to the ground and drag- 
ged Carroll over on top of ‘him, just 
as ithe ball came in from left, and also 
justas the umpire looked that way. 

‘Help, help!’ howled Reilly, main- 
taining a death grip on the frantic 
Carroll, ‘Mr. Umpire, how is this for 
interfering with the play?’ 

“The umpire rushed over ‘to third. 
He saw the ball rolling away from 
the base. He:saw Carroll apparently 
holding the third baseman flat. on 
the ground, and thus preventing him 
from fielding the ball. ‘The case, to 
a spectator, who hadn't seen Reilly's 
original performance, was — plain 
enough on the face of it. And the um- 
pire called Carroll out for interfering 
with the play. 

Carroll was never much of a talker, 
and all he could do was to froth at 
the mouth and gurgle inarticulately.
